Collins killed Taffe. The sec retary holds 
that Taffe's visit to the guard post was 
not made in the line of military duty 
but for personal pleasure. Even if ho 
was in the line of duty, however, he vio- 
lated his duty by getting drunk.

COLOM BIAN INJU STICE. 

American Citizen* Kept In Jail Three 
Month* Although Not Oullty. 

New York, July 26. —Timothy Burke, 
a native of New Orleans, formerly a 
sailor on the United States ship Iroquois, 
and who has been employed as an engi- 
neer on the Isthmus of Panama for four 
years, arrived from Aspiuwall yesterday 
, on the City of Para, He affords another 
illustration of the Colombian authorities 
towards American citizens. In Septem- 
ber, 1888, Burke was hired by the cap- 
tain of an Italian vessel lying off Aspiu- 
wall to repair the ship's pumps. 

The following day Thomas Kelly, one 
of the crew, was arrested for stealing 
the ship's chronometer, and he claimed 
that Burke was an accomplice. Burke 
was also arrested. He was kept for 
thirteen days in a dark cell awaiting 
examination. A lieutenant of the 
United States ship Atlanta took Burke 
some money collected for him on board 
that vessel.* The money was placed iu 
the hands of the United States consul 
Vifquaiu, who did what he o..ld for the 
prisoner, who had to bribe the jailer* 
and buy much of his own food. 

After eleven examiuations, which oc- 
cupied six months, Burke was pro* 
nounced innocent. He was not, how- 
ever, released, the authorities claiming 
that certain papers had not arrived from 
Panama. Burke was kept in prison 
three months and ten days after being 
declared not guilty.

Clncinuatl Dry Dook* Company SuflVr a 
Kitty Thousand Dollar 1 

Cincinnati, July 26.— The saw mills 
of the Cincinnati Dry Dock company, 
situated on the river bank at Eastern 
avenue and Brooklyn street, was en- 
tirely destroyed by tire at 2 o'clock this 
morning. 

It wa.s a one-story frame, and faces to- 
ward the river, with a frontage of some 
seventy-five feet, and is 1.10 feet deep. 
The place wus stored with a btrge quan- 
tity of hard wood lumber and other in- 
flammable material. When the depart- 
ment arrived upon the ground the flames 
were past control., A half hour after 
the Are was discovered the building was 
in ruius. 

During the past year the plant was 
refitted with some very costly niaehiu- 
ery, and this, combined with the large 
quantity of wood and other valuable 
material, will run the loss up to at least 
$o(U>0'>. It is said that the building 
and machinery were well covered with 
insurance. ^

HaUiENA, Mont, July 26. — In the con- 
stitutional convention yesterday the suf- 
fragist question was discussed. Mr. 
Hartman moved that a voter must lie 
able to read and write English. Mr. 
Burleigh opposed this, aud said it would 
disfranchise many foreigners who had 
fought for this country. Mr. Knowlcs 
took a similar view. Mr. Maginnis op- 
posed the motion on the ground that 
Montana needs immigrants. He also 
pointed out that Anarchists and other 
dangerous foreigners are often well edu- 
cated. 

Mr. Stapleton said education was not 
an infallible sign of ability, honesty or 
merit. There was considerable confusion 
and excitement over the debate. The 
motion was Anally voted down by a 
large majority. Cjily eleven members 
voted for it 

The question of woman suffrage came 
np next, and excited much interest. 
The galleries were filled with ladies 
Mr. Beckford moved to leave the sub- 
ject to the legislature. Many speeches 
were made lor and against the motion 
and all were liberally applauded The 
motion, namely, that the legislature be 
empowered to submit the question of 
universal sufftoge to a popular vote 
every four vears. was Anally defeated- 
84 to 29. The session then adjourned. 

In Washington. 

Oxymtia, W. T., July 26.— The con- 
stitutional convention took up the arti- 
cle on oity and town organization, 
which was passed in committee of the 
whole. Several ameudmeuts were pro- 
posed, discussed, and voted upon, but 
Anally the article as passed iu commit- 
tee of the whole was adopted The 
committee on state, county and munici- 
pal indebtedness reported The article 
limits the state debt to 1 40o,000 except 
in times of war, or for Jsome specific ob- 
ject with the consent of the people at 
an eleotiou. The committee on bill of 
rights reported an article guaranteeing 
the usual freedom of speech und of 
press, of assembling, bearing arms, ate. 

Congressman Cox delivered an infor- 
mal lecture in the eveniug before the 
election. 

In south Dakota. 

Sioux Falls, Dak., July 26.- The 
South Dukota constitutianul convention 
held another interesting session yester- 
day, and made good progress. The 
legislative apportionment report was 
adopted without debate. It provide* 
for iorty-flve senators and 124 repiesent- 
atives. The special committee, com- 
posed of clergymen, to whom was re- 
ferred the memorial of the Americuu 
Sabbath union, asking that the Sabbath 
be fuily protected in the constitution, 
reported that under the omnibus bid 
this convention could found no pro- 
vision of the kind suggested to the con- 
stitution. The oommitteo on lehooi 
lands, in its report sought to make two 
or tbiee ehanges in the article referred 
to it for the more suae protection of 
school lands aud lands for public build- 
ings, but before the report was adopted 
the section in the Sioux Falls constitu- 
tion was restored without change. 

In Narsh Dakota. 

Bihmabck, N. Dak. July 26.— Several 
committees mode their reports to the 
convention. The temperance commit- 
tee reported in favor of submitting a 
prohibition amendment to the people. 
The convention will soon begin the real 
work of making a constitution. 

HUNDREDS OP SKELETONS. 



An Exploring Party Make* a Startling 
Discovery Near Yankton, Dak. 

Yankton, Dak, July 26. — A party of 
explorers unearthed yesterday a number 
of human skeletons buried in Chalk 
Bluffs, ten miles east of Yanton ou the 
Nebraska side. Fifty skulls aud 200 
headless skeletons were found which locul 
physicians pronounced to be the re- 
mains of white people, ohildreu and 
adults. Indications are that they have 
been buried forty or Afty years. 

Two theories are advanced to account 
for their presence. One is that they 
were immigrants bound for California 
in 1848, who were murdered by Indians. 
Another theory is that they were In- 
dians of some tribe at war with the 
Sioux, and that they were massacred. 
The death would seem to have buen in- 
Aicted with a club. Farther researches 
will be made. 

RUNA WAY ACC IDENT. 

A Woman Killed and a Child Fatally In- 
juied In WiMlilngtiiu. 

Washinoton, July 26. At about noon 
yesterday, while Mrs. William Irwin, of 
this place, ucct ipipanied by her three 
children were driving near Elwood 
crossing, the horse became frightened 
and dashed into a rapidly moving Hal- 
timore and Ohio freight truiu .Airs. Ir- 
win was killed outright. A .'!-yeai-old 
child had both legs cut off. and uill die, 
while the remaining two were but slight- 
ly hurt 

A Hojr's Inutility Trick. 

Kinhston, Out, Julv 26.— The son of 
Marshall H. Twitohell, the United 
States consul here, has been arrested tor 
breaking into the house of Mrs. Martin 
lust night. Young Twitohell is a mere 
boy and possesses a good character. He 
is thought to be insane. 



SENSATIO NAL TRIA L ENDED. 

A Tonng and Tfenutifal Wife of a Danker 
Acquitted of Murder. 

London, July 26. — From Turin. Italy, 
comes the news of the acquittal of Gen- 
ora Dina, the young and beautiful wife 
of Hanker Dina, of that oity, whose sen- 
sational trial on the charge of murder 
has kept the whole oity in a fever of ex- 
citement for a week. The husband of 
the accused is well known as one of the 
boldest speculators on the Italian 
bourses, and recently, when misfortune 
overtook him. he was counted among 
the wealthiest bankers of Turin. No* 
long since he met with severe losses on 
change and attempted suioide by poison, 
but through the efforts of the doctors 
hie life was saved, though for many 
weeks he lingered between life and 
death. 

While in this condition two of hie 
creditors made persistent efforts to get 
access to him, which the banker's de- 
voted wife, watching at his bedside, de- 
nied them, but they, believiug the bank- 
er's illness feigned, one day called at 
his house and threatened to break into 
his room by force if preveutet^. The 
brave wife seized a revolver s™. fired 
it into the air, but this did not frighten 
her assailants, who quickly wrenched 
the weapon from her grasp and pro- 
ceeded toward the apartment where the 
banker lay at the point of death. 
Crazed by fears for her husband's life, 
she armed hersel^ivith a sharp dugger 
and followed the two men, one of whom, 
a note broker, named Coeu-Cogli, at- 
tempted to wrest the dagger from her 
bauds. A desperate struggle ensued, 
in the course of which both fell to the 
floor together, and in the fall, as is 
olainaed by the defense, the dagger en- 
tered Coen-Cogli's side, causing hie 
death in a few minutes. Before dying, 
however, the unfortunate broker stated 
to the officer, whe quickly arrived on 
the spot that the fault was entirely his 
own, and that the lady was blameless. 
Notwithstanding this the youug woman 
was arrested on the charge of murder. 

She was ably defended, aud the trial, 
which attracted attention all over 
Europe, finally resulted in her being set 
free. Sne was sentenced to two months' 
imprisonment but the sentence was re- 
mitted by the judge in view of her long 
imprisonment awaiting trial. This de- 
cision gives general satisfaction in 
Turin, where the acoussed has lieon long 
and favorably known and where she 
moved in tho very best society. 

Horribly Mangled Hr Dog*. 

Cincinnati, July 28.— John Pum- 
phrey, a man 73 years old, was attacked 
and probably fatally bitten by bulldogs 
Thursday. He is in the habit of taking 
an early morning walk and, following 
his usual custom, he sauntered down 
towards the river. While passing a stone 
yard two savage bulldogs belonging to 
Anthony lies -. night watchman at the 
yards, rushed out, and, before they 
could be called off, they had lacerated 
Pumphrey in a horrible manner. The 
calf of his' leg was completely torn off 
by the vicious brutes, while the muscles 
of his arms were torn in a sickening 
manner. The injured man was taken to 
the city hospital, where, on account of 
his advanced years, his recovery is con- 
sidered doubtful. 

Ohio ProhibltionUt*. 

Zanebville. O., July 26. - Rev. Dr. 
J. B. Helwig, of Springfield, was nomi- 
nated for governor by the Prohibition 
convention. He started life as ■ black- 
smith, worked his way up to college, 
was advised bv the president of the col- 
lege to go back to the forge, but later 
became president himself of that very 
Ohio college. The remainder of the 
tioket nominated is as follows: For 
lieutenant governor, L. B. Logan, of 
Alliance; supreme judge, Oitl^ou T. 
Stewart of Norwalk; state treasurer, 
D. M. Trowbridge, of Toledo; attorney 
general, E. J. Piuney, of Ashtabula. 



The Burglar Did Not Shoot. 

Springfield, Mass., July 26. Arthur 
Valentine, a machinist of this city, was 
aroused about 3;80 o'clock yesterday 
morning by the noise of a burglar. He 
oonfron led the thief, who threatened to 
shoot Valentine replied, 1 -shoot, and 
bed— d," and, seizing a ohair, laid the 
burglar out with one blow, and pinioned 
him until officers caiue.

Tbe Cincinnati Commercial Gazette 
charged a few days since that the colored 
people of Kentucky were cheated out of 
a fair proportion of the school fund, and 
further that the colored people paid more 
into the school fund than they received 
back. Such a charge was absurd on its 
face to any one at all acquainted with the 
facts, and we so stated in an editorial one 
day this week. We have some figures 
which we wish the editor of Commercial 
Gazette will take time to examine. 

Statistics at hand show that for the year 
1885-86 the sum apportioned by the 
State to the colored school fund amounted 
to $167,666.37. During the game year the 
colored people paid in taxes Ac, for school 
purposes only $14,538.76. This makes 
the sum paid out of the white fund to 
the colored fund for that year amount to 
$1*2,127.61. In other words the colored 
people, in 1885-6 not only received back 
every cent they paid in taxes dec, but 
they received over $150,000 out of the 
white fund. 

For the year 1886 87 the colored peo- 
ple got $170,155.95 from the State for 
school purposes and paid in taxes Ac. 
only $12,545 65. That is they got back 
every cent they paid and $157,610 30 in 
addition, and this latter sum came out of 
the white school fund. 

This year the colored school fund will 
get over $200,000 out of the whit* fund. 

In Mason County last year there were 
seventeen colored teachers who received 
$3,327.28 out of the public fund, while 
for the same period the sixty white teach- 
ers were paid only $10,587.94. Of this 
number three colored and thirteen white 
taught for ten months. That is for the 
scholastic year ending in June, 1888, the 
colored teachers of Mason County got an 
average of about $190.30 out of the pub- 
lic fund, while the whites for the same 
year received on an average only $162 70 
out of the fund. For the year ending 
June, 1889, the average amount paid out 
of the public fund to the teachers of 
this county was as follows:

It is in the face of such figures as the 
above that the Cincinnati Commercial 
Gazette and other Republican papers till 
their columns with misrepresentations 
and lies about Kentucky and Kentucky 
Democrats. 

We sinceri-ly trust that every Demo- 
crat not only in Mason County but 
throughout the State will turn out on the 
5th of August and hy ih *ir votes at the 
polls forever silence three Republicans 
who seem to delight in lying ahout Ken- 
tucky.

, Throw Aside Apathy and Over-Confi- 
dence and Poll the Full Vote 
for the Nominees. 

Chairmau M. C. Alford, of the State 
Central Committee, has issued the follow- 
ing: 

"To tht Democracy of Kentucky : But tew 
days remain in which to omaulce for the 
State electlou. The apathy aud over-confi- 
dence existing in the ranks of our party are 
inexcusable and dangerous. While there Is 
but one State office to be filled, It Is an Im- 
portant one. Our caudldate Is a man of ability 
and experience, and one whose honor and In- 
tegrity Ik unquestioned. He was selected from 
the whole body of our party by the Governor 
of the Commonwealth as the man best suited 
to perform tbe funotlona of the offloe, and he 
•ooepted the trust at a personal sacrifice in 
tbe Interest of the party, and out of deference 
to the wishes of our noble Governor. His ef- 
ficient administration of tbe affairs of the 
office has proven the wisdom displayed In 
his selection. He is now a candidate before 
the people In tbe Interest of Democratic su- 
premacy and honest government. 

" In twenty years of Democratic rale la 
Kentucky , the affairs of the State have been 
economically and Judiciously managed, and 
in that time only one officer has proven re- 
creant to tbe trusts confided. His dishonesty 
was discovered and exposed by Demooratlc 
officials, and be driven from the cod fines of 
civilization, or perhaps bounded from the 
face of tbe earth. We have thusgiveu assur- 
ance to tbe people, in keeping with the his- 
tory and traditions of our party, that no dis- 
honesty or dereliction of duty will be toler- 
ated or suppressed. ' The people are supreme,' 
and • a publio offloe Is a trust,' are the well es- 
tablished motto* of our party. Contrasting 
strangely with this Is the history of tbe Re- 
publican party and lta tenet*. The report of 
the Secretary of the Treasury shows that In 
less than twenty years, Republicans In Fed- 
eral offices alone embeuled and stole nearly 
eleven and a half million dollars of tbe peo- 
ple's money, or about 1280,000 for each State 
In tbe Union. Bat this does not Include the 
numerous defalcations In State, oounty and 
municipal offloea. Furthermore, the Repub- 
lican party la the father of monopolies and 
tbe mother of trusts ; it lazes the poor for 
tbe benefit of the rich ; It protects the manu- 
facturer and oppresses tbe consumer; while 
lta officials steal, In defiance of law, the party 
robs under form of law. 

"Tbe people of Kentucky can not afford to 
allow such a party to gain the ascendency In 
this State. We, therefore, now call upon tbe 
Democrats throughout r>e State, and npon 
all who have the Interest of the Htate and tbe 
people at heart, to at once organise In every 
county and every precinct, and arrange lu 
detail to bring out every vote, The dan- 
ger which confront* us Is ovei -confidence. 
If this can be overcome Judge Sharp's ma- 
jority may be made to reach fifty thou- 
sand; If not overcome, bis election will 
be seriously Jeopardized.

Commenting on this tbe Courier- Jour- 
nal says : " • * * It is useless longer 
to conceal the situation. The Courier- 
Journal appeals from the committees to 
the people themselves, and calls upon 
Democrats throughout the .State to give 
the party their best efforts during the 
next ten days. It is not too late to make 
certain the election of Captain Sharp by 
2o,000 majority, but if this work is to be 
accomplished it must be done by the 
1 Boys in the Trenches.'

the exception of the Treasury, there has 
been no hint of dishonesty or shadow of 
mismanagement.

The Railway World 

Surveyors are locating a branch of the 
Louisville Southern from Shelbyville to 
connect with the Kentucky Midland at 
Frankfort. 

The bill compelling all roads operating 
in the State of New York to equip their 
freight cars with automatic couplers has 
become a law. Until November 1, 1890, 
is given the roads to comply with the 
provisions of tbe law. The penalty for 
non-compliance is $500 for each offense. 

Messrs. linger, Smithers A Co , of New 
York, announce their readiness to re- 
ceive applications at eighty-eight and ac- 
crued interest for an issue of $1,500,000 
of first-mortgage four-per-cent. one-hun- 
dred-year gold bonds of the Kentucky 
Central. This line extends from Coving- 
ton, Ky., to Lexington, Ky., and, with 
its branches, has a total mileage of 253.81. 

Says the Cincinnati Enquirer : "Since 
it has been learned that the Vanderbilts 
have bought a controlling interest in the 
Chesapeake and Ohio Road, Dame Ru- 
mor has been busy selling some of tbe 
other roads owned by Mr. Huntington to 
them, or at least one of the roads owned 
by Mr. Huntington, viz:, the Kentucky 
Central. The Kentucky Central would 
be of but little value to the Vanderbilts, 
and there doesn't seem to be the remotest 
chance of its falling into their hands. 
Either the Louisville and Nashville or 
tbe East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
may some day secure the Kentucky Cen- 
tral, and most probably it will be tbe E. 
T., V. and G. In fact, both the L. and N. 
and the E. T , V. and G. people have, it 
is believed, made offers for the property. 
It would be of great advantage to tbe E. 
T., V. and G., as it would give that large 
system an entrance to Cincinnati. If tbe 
Louisville and Nashville purchases it, it 
will be for the purpose of keeping the E 
T., V. and G. out of Cincinnati."

A memorable event in Masonic circles

Determined Citizens Make Short

A Chance for Some Maysville People 
to Invest in a Very Proflta 
ble Enterprise 

Messrs. J. L. and R. W. McEwan, of 
Hamburgh, Sussex County, N. J., were in 
town last night on a brief visit to their 
uncle. Mr. John Walsh. They were en 
route to Kansas, and leit this morning for 
the West. They are among the most 
experienced manufacturers of straw board 
in the country, their father having been 
one of the tint to engage in the business 
in the United States. For some year? 
they have been operating the McEwan 
straw board factory at Hamburgh, N. J., 
but recently disposed of their interest 
to their partner, Harrison Quenby, and are 
at present considering a proposition to 
establish a factory at either Hays City or 
Winfield, Kan. Their present trip to the 
West is for the purpose of looking over 
the field and learning just what can be 
done at the places named. Some years 
ago they thought of locating here at 
Maysville, but parties at Hamburgh 
made them a liberal offer and Hamburgh 
got the factory. They prefer locating in 
Maysville now, and expect to return here 
in about two weeks to consult wi'h our 
citizens in reference to the matter. 

The demand for straw board is steadily 
increasing and Mr. R. W. McEwan gave 
the Bulletin some figures last evening 
showing that an enterprise of that dis- 
cription here would prove a profitable 
one, not only for those who would en- 
gage in it, but also to the farmers of the 
surrounding country. Tons and tons of 
straw go to waste every year in the wheat 
and rye fields of the county. A straw 
board anal brown paper factory here 
would create a demxnd for this straw 
and farmers would realize a profit out of 
that which has always proved almost a 
dead loss. 

Mr. McEwan says that for $10,000 he 
can secure a second-hand plant that will 
be worth $25,000 as soon as it is placed 
in a good location and in operation. Such 
a factory will require about ten tons of 
raw material a day— sixtv tons a week or 
3,120 tons a year. This 3,120 tons ol raw 
material will cost at present rates be- 
tween $12,000 and $15,000. It will re- 
quire from twenty to thirty hands to op- 
erate the factory. At a fair estimate the 
cost of converting the above quantity of 
raw material into the manufactured arti- 
cle will amount to about ity.OOO. The 
3,120 tons of raw material will n*BS 
about 2,800 'ons of the manufacture.! 
article, which at $80 a ton— a fair pm-e 
for straw board— would bring the owner* 
of the factory $S4,000— a profit of ibOQl 
$40,000 on the year's business. 

Tne men of means here in Maysville 
are generally looking about for something 
in which there is big, money. Let them 
consider the figures above, and then con- 
sult the Messrs. McEwan when they re- 
turn here.
